The good people q.f Loulavllle and 
Kentucky who believe In rellgioua 
tolerance received quite a Jolt tale 
week wh¥n they read In the dally 
papera that tbe Catholic church had 
been recklessly If not mallcloualy 
attacked at the General Assembly of 
the Southern Preabyterlan church. 
The meeting of Presbyterian dtvlnea 
waa held at the Second Preabyterlan 
church, Second and Broadway, on 
Monday. There waa a time when the 
Puritans of New England, who were 
tbe original American Presbyterians, 
be 1 laved In ducking scolds and burn- 
ing Pitches, but for the past two 
centuries the majority of American 
Preabyterlans have practiced an 
eleventh commandment — that of 
minding their own business. 

There are thousands of Louisville 
Preabyterlans who are good neigh- 
bors, good citizens and duly tolerant. 
They are not to be blamed for the 
uncalled for attack made by a few 
preachers last Monday. The aame 
coterie might have attacked the Bap- 
tists, the Methodlata or the Jews 
had the Idea occurred. The Rev. 
J. C. Painter, of Yancy Mills, Va., 
Introducing a resolution at the meet- 
ing Monday night, denounced the 
Catholic church on account of Ita 
growth and declared It to be a 
menace to civil and religious liberty. 
But here is the resolution in full: 

"Resolved, That the General As- 
semhly views with serious concern 
the growth and pernicious activity of 
that powerful politlco-rellgloua or- 
ganisation known aa the Roman 
Catholic Church, which Is and al- 
ways haa been a menace or a blight 
to the civil and religious liberty of 
every land where it has obtained a 
foothold; that It vlewa with aerlous 
concern tbe apathy of all public men 
this menace, the evident 
on the part of the Gen- 
ernment . to grant special 
this organliatlon and the 
silence of the public preaa 
ng any adverae crltlciam of 
y and at the same time the 
ss to freely advertlae all that 
merest to this so-called church, 
thla assembly shall appoint an 
ter'in committee of five mem- 
who shall Inquire Into thla.

Tbla reaolution v. as Introduced at 
tbe cloae of the exerclaea celebrating ' 
the tercentenary of the King Jamea 
Bible. Mr. Painter spoke at length 
In favor of hla reaolutoln. He de- 
clared that the Roman Catholic 
church was working with the Indus- 
try of the beaver and the aecrecy of 
the mole to gain political control In 
the United Statea. "One can not 
read blatory," he aald, without 
knowing that that body baa been not 
only a menace but a blight on the 
civil and rellgioua liberty of every 
country in which It haa gained as- 
cendancy. But in aptte of the teach- 
ing ot hiatory on thla aubject. there 
la on the part of public men an ab- 
aolute apathy In tbla matter. Either 
they do not regard it aa a menace, or 
elae they are actuated by a selfish 
Interest, aa they regard It. No Con- 
gressman, no United Statea Senator, 
darea to oppose a measure advocated 
by that body. You can not get any 
newapaper in this land to publlah 
anything adverae to this organisa- 
tion. The preaa of the land Is silent 
while this organliatlon la threaten- 
ing our civil liberty. It baa out ita 
hand on our public school ayatem lu 
a dangeroua manner by excluding 
the Bible from It." 

Mr. Painter also criticised Presi- 
dent Taft for appointing a Catholic 
aa Chief Juatloe of the United States 
Supreme Court. "Ha la a graduate 
of a Jesuit College as well aa a Cath- 
olic," he continued. "All history 
teachea that these two facts disqual- 
ify him for the position. Cardinal 
Gibbous kept tbe trail hot between 
Baltimore and Washington peudlng 
Ttii appointment which came aa a 
aurprlee to the public." 

Rev. B. M. Stuart, of Lafayette, 
'La., apoke In favor of the reaolution 
also and declared that "thla w*a a 
country won by Proteatant blood." 
A motion to table the resolution was 
defeated, and a motion referring 4 
to a apaclal committee of three was 
adopted. 

It waa certainly a great advertise- 
ment for the Roman Catholic church 
in America. Ita growing atrength, 
ita power over Prealdeuta, Senators, 
Congressmen. Leglslaturea, Judiciary 
end the preaa the Catholics them- 
selvea wore not aware of. The 
ellquo of Preabytartaue who upheld 
Rev. Painter may be learned In the 
doctrlnee of their creed but they 
lack Christianity. They came to

The visitors 
and their hosts saw a large class of 
little children receive first holy com- 
munion and heard the feeling ser- 
mon of Father Weatermann. After 
mass the party was conveyed to Col. 
McGinn's residence, at Center and 
Chestnut streets, where breakfast 
was served. Various duties occupied 
the several membera until noon, 
when they assembled at Jacob Goby's 
on Main street, near Third, for 
luncheon, and Mr. Goby proved a de- 
lightful host. 

Meanwhile the party was Joined by 
John Schalda, Charles Falk, John 
Hodapp, L. J. Kadeskl, Harry Veene- 
man and John J. Crotty.

In 1840 there were only eight 
Catholic parochial schools in New 
York City with a total attendance 
of about 4,000 pupils. In the bor- 
ough of Manhattan today there are 
■lxty-aeven schools with a register 
of 62,213 pupils. These schools 
have been erected at a cost of 
68,564,500, and the total coat of 
their maintenance for the year 1909 
was $598,140. In the three of the 
five boroughs of the city of Nerw 
York, which are comprised In the 
archdloce*an limit*, vli., Manhattan. 
Bronx and Richmond, there are 
ninety-five Catholic achool* with an 
attendance of 61,485 pupils, and the 
total amount of money spent for 
their support In the year 1909 by the 
Catholics of the three boroughs was 
$682,240. The Board of Education 
of New York City spends about $50 
a year for the education of each 
pupil attending the public schools, 
and It Is estimated that the Catholic 
citizens of Manhattan, Bronx and 
Richmond boroughs sa\> the taxpay- 
ers more than $3,000,000 annually 
in school tax. To erect new school 
buildings for these tens of thousands 
of Catholic school children would 
require the expenditure of about 
$20,000,000 by the Board of Educa- 
tion.
